I have 
found great blessing in the reading and 
meditating on the verses of the Bible that deal 
with health. I have done a lot of research and 
lined them up for you. Please save this and 
make a daily habit of reading them. I have put 
them in Biblical order for easy reference. 

"For I am the Lord that healeth thee" Ex. 
15:16. 

"And ye shall serve the Lord your God, and He 
shall bless thy bread, and thy water; and I will 
take sickness away from the midst of thee" 
Exodus 23:25. 

"And the Lord shall take away from thee all 
sickness" Deut. 7:15. 

"Only be thou strong and very courageous" 
Joshua 1:7. 

"But he knoweth the way that I take; when he 
hath tried me, I shall come forth as gold" Job. 
23:10. 

"For they that know thy name will put their 
trust in thee; for thou. Lord, hast not forsaken 
them that seek thee" Psalm 9:10. 

"Wait on the Lord,, be of good courage, and he 
shall strengthen thine heart: wait, I say, on the 
Lord" Psalm 27:14. 

"Oh Lord my God, I cried unto thee, and thou 
hast healed me" Psalms 30:2.
